Be it enacted by the Legislature of ike State of Minnesota:

CHAPTER I.

(CITY AND WABD BOUND ABIES.)

SECTION 1. All the district of country iu the county of
Blue Earth contained within the subdivisions and bounda-
ries hereinafter described, shallbe a city by the name of Man-
kato, and the people now inhabiting, and those who shall corporal* rights
hereafter inhabit within the district of country hereinafter
described, shall be a municipal corporation by the name
of the (* City of Mankato," and by that 'name shall sue and
be sued, and be impleaded in any conrt, make and use acom-
mon seal, and alter it at pleasure, and take, hold and pur-
chase, lease and convey, any and all such real and per-
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sonal or mixed estate, as the purposes of the corporation
may require, within or without the limits aforesaid; shall
be capable of contracting and being contracted with; and
shall have the general powers possessed by municipal cor-
porations at common law, and in addition thereto shall
possess the powers hereinafter specifically granted, and
the authorities thereof shall have perpetual succession,

SEO. 2. The subdivisions of land included in and con-
stituting the city of Mankato shall be as follows, to wit:

city boundary. Lot one and the south half of the south east quarter of sec-
tion six (6) ; lots one, two, three and four, (1, 2, Sand 4),
and the south west quarter of the south east quarter and the
east half of the east half of the south east quarter and the
east half (of the) north east quarter of section seven (7),
and the south west quarter of the north west quarter
and the west half of the south west quarter of sec-
tion eight (8), and the west half of the north west quar-
ter of section seventeen (17), and the north east quarter
and th.e north -west quarter and the west half of the south
west quarter and the north east quarter of the south west
quarter and the north half of the south east quarter
of section eighteen (18), all in township one hundred and
eight (108) north, of range twenty-six (26) west; and
lots three (3), four (4), and five (5), and the south half
of the north west quarter and the south half of the north
east quarter and the south west quarter and the south east

- quarter of section thirteen (13), and lots eleven (11),
twelve (12), and thirteen (13). of section fourteen (14),
in township one hundred and eight (108) north, of range
twenty-seven (27) west, in the county of Blue Earth and
State of Minnesota.

SEC. 3. The snid city shall be divided into three wards
to be called first, second and third, limited, bounded and
described as follows, to wit: All that pait of the city of
Mankato as now platted into lots and blocks which lies be-

s tween Cherry and Washington streets, as designated in
the recorded plat made by E. D. Brunei, and including
Branson's addition to Mankato, and the west half of the
south west quarter of section seventeen (17), the east half
of the north east quarter and the north half of the south
east quarter of section eighteen (18), in township one
hundred and eight (108) north, of range twenty-six (26)
west, shall constitute the first ward. All that part of said
city as now platted into lots and blocks which lies north
easterly of Washington street, ns laid down on said Bru-
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ner's plat, and including lot one and the south half of the
south east quarter of section six (6), lot four and the east
half of the south east quarter and the east half of the north
east quarter of section seveu (7), and the south west
quarter of the north west quarter and the west half of the
south west quarter of section eight (8), in township one
hundred and eight (108) north, of range twenty-six (26),
west, shall constitute the second ward. All of the territory
of said city not included in the first and second wards shall
constitute the third ward. So far as the- wards are limi-
ted and bounded upon streets the dividing line between
them shall be the centre of the streets in which they are
so bounded. The boundaries of the above wards may
be altered or changed and new wards established, by
a vote of the common council, whenever it may be deemed
necessary or proper:

CHAPTER II.

(ELECTIVE OFFICERS AND ELECTIOVS.)

SECTION 1. There shall be an annual election for elec-
tive officers hereinafter provided, held ou the first Tues-
day of April of each year, except in the year one thou- .
sand eight hundred and sixty-eight, at such place in each in* u» eiwtion.
ward as the common council shall designate; and the polU
shall be kept open from nine o'clock in the forenoon until
five o'clock in the afternoon, and ten days previous notice
shall be given by the common council of the time and place
of holding said election, and of the officers to be elected.
In the year one thousand eight hundred and sixy-eightsaid
election shall be held on the fourth Tuesday in March.

SEC 2. The elective officers of said city shall be u
mayor, treasurer, recorder and two justices of the peace for Eloctive officer.
the city, who shall be styled the city justices, all of which
said officers shall be residents within and qualified voters
of said city; each ward shall elect three aldermen, who
shall be residents within, and qualified voters of the ward
tor which they may be elected; all other oflicers neces-
sary for the proper management of the affairs of the city,
shall be appointed by the common council unless otherwise
provided. At every annual election after the first election
of officers and the organization of the city government,
there shall be elected for each ward one alderman who
shall hold his office for three years. The city justices shall
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hold their offices two years, and until their successors shall
be elected and qualified. All other elective officers shall hold
their respective offices for one year, and until (their) suc-
cessors are elected and qualified.

SEO. 3. Every person appointed to any office by the
common council, or elected to any office by the people,

Office« CM be may be removed from said office by a vote of two-thirds
removed-how. of aii the aldermen authorized to he elected. But no offi-

cer elected by the people shall be removed except for
cause, nor unless furnished with a written statement of the
charges against him, nor until he shall have had a reason-
able opportunity to be heard in his defence. The com-
mon council shall fix a time and place for the trial of such
officer, of v/hich not less than ten days notice shall be
given, and have power to compel the attendance of wit-
nesses and the production of books and papers, and to hear
and determine the case ; and if said officer shall neglect to
appear and answer the charges against him, the common
council may declare the office vacant.

SEO. 4. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the office of
mayor or alderman by death, removal, resignation or oth-

rti^d"101" how erwise, the common council shall have power, and it shall
be their duty to declare the office vacant by resolution
entered upon their minutes. "Such vacancy shall be filled
by a new election, which shall be ordered by the common
council within ten days after said vacancy is declared, and
held within twenty days after such declaration, and reason-
able notice of such election shall be given. Any vacancy
happening in any other office shall be filled by the common
council unless otherwise provided for. The person elec-
ted or appointed to fill a vacancy shall hold- his office and
discharge the duties thereof for the unexpired term, and
with the same rights and subject to the same liabilities as
the person whose office he may be elected or appointed to
fill.

SEO. 5. All elections by the people shall (be) by ballots,
Election! ih«ii aQd each ballot shall contaiu the names of the persons
cMe^ofMifbow v°ted for with a proper designation of the office written
decided. or printed thereon, and a plurality of votes shall consti-

tute an election. When two or more candidates for an
elective office shall receive an equal number of votes for
the same office, the election shall be determined by the
casting of lots in the presence of the common council at
such time and in such manner as they shall direct.

SEO. 6. All persons entitled to vote for state or coun-
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ty officers, and who reside in the ward where they offer to Qn<uiflcatioM of
vote shall be entitled to vote for any officer to be elected e ectora'
under this law, and to hold any office hereby created,
provided their name shall have been duly inserted in the
list of qualified electors of the ward in which they reside,
as in the cose of the election of state and county officers ;
and the different wards established by law shall constitute
election districts for state and county as well a* city elec-
tions and the mode of conducting all state and county elec-
tions in said city shall be in the manner herein provided in
reference to city elections, except that the returns thereof
-shall be made by the judges of election to the county au-
ditor of the county of Blue Earth within the time and
manner prescribed by law.

SEO. 7. The elections in said city shall be held and
conducted by the aldermen in each ward, who shall be the

and conducted in the manner and under the same penalties
as provided for state and county elections, and vacancies
among the judges thereof filled as required by the laws of
this state regarding elections; Provided^ That no alder-
man shall be a judge of an election at which he is a can-
didate for any office. In such case, the office of judge of
election shall be considered vacant, and filled as provided
by law.

SEC, 8. When a city election shall be closed and the
number of votes for each person voted for shall have been To "5*j£ ra

counted and ascertained, the said judges shall make re-
turns thereof, stating therein the number of votes for each
pftraon for each and every office, and shall deliver or cause
to be delivered such returns to the clerk of the common
council, within three duya after any election, and the com-
mon conucil shall meet and canvass said returns and de-
clare the result, us it appears from the same, within three
days thereafter. The recorder of the common council
shall forthwith notify the officer or officers elected, of their
election by written notice served upon such officers in per-
son, or left at their usual place of abode, with some per-
son of suitable age and discretion.

men of each ward, in the same manner, and the returns
thereof made in the same form and manner as in general
and annual elections, and within such time as may be pre-
scribed by resolution.

SEO. 10. Any officer removing from the city or ward
for which he is elected, or any officer who shall refuse or
neglect for ten days after notice of his election or apoint-
meat, to enter upon the discharge of the duties of his of-
fice, shall be deemed to have vacated his office, and the
common couucil shall proceed to till the vacancy as herein
prescribed.

SEO, 11. The term of every officer elected under this
law shall commence on the second Tuesday of April of
the year for which he was elected, and shall, unless other-
wise provided, continue for one year and until his succes-
sor is elected and qualified.

SEO. 12. Should there be a failure by the people to-
elect any officer herein required to be elected on the day
designated, the common council may order a new election
to'be held, ten day's notice of the time and place being
given.

CHAPTER in.

(OFFICERS—THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES.)

SECTION 1. Every person elected or appointed to any
office under this act shall, before he enters upon the du-
ties of his office, take and subscribe an oath of office, and
file the same, duly certified by the officer administering the
same, with the city recorder, and the treasurer, street com-
missioner, recorder and such other officers as the common
council may direct, shall severally, before they enter upon
the duties of their respective offices, execute to the city of
Jlankato a bond, with at least two sureties satisfactory to
the common council; and such bonds shall contain such
penal sum and such conditions as the common council may
deem proper, and they may from time to time require
new or additional bonds, and remove from office any offi-
cer refusing or neglecting to give the same.

SEO. 2. The mayor shall take cure that the laws of
the state and the ordinances of the city are duly observed
and enforced, and that all other executive officers of the
city discharge their respective duties. He shall from time
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to time give the common council such information and
recommend such measures as he may deem advantageous
to the city. The mayor shall be the chief executive offi-
cer and head of the police of the city, and shall appoint Dtrtleflof ^y.
such police officers and watchmen, except when-otherwise ot-
provided for; and in case of a riot or other disturbancees,
he may appoint as many special or temporary constables
as he may deem necessary; and any police officer or
•watchman, appointed by the mayor as aforesaid maybe
discharged from office by him whenever in his opinion the
welfare of the city may demand it, or a reduction of their
number renders it necessary. All ordinances and resolu-
tions 'ahull, before they take effect, be presented to the
mayor, and if he approve thereof, he shall sign the game,
and such as he shall 'not sign he shall return to the com-
mon council with his objections thereto, by depositing
with the recorder to be presented to the common council
at their next meeting thereafter; and upon the return of
any resolution or ordinance by the mayor, the same vote
by which the same was passed shall be reconsidered, and
it' after such recoaeideratioQ the common council shall
pass the same by a vote of two-thirds of those present
and voting, it shall have the same effect as if approved by
the mayor, and in such case the vote shall be hy ayes and
noes, which shall be entered in the record by the re-
corder. If an ordinance or resolution shall not be re-
turned by the mayor within five days (Sundays excepted)
after it shall have been presented to him, the same shall
have the same effect as if approved by him.

SEC. 3. At the first meeting of the common council
in each year, they shall proceed to elect by ballot from
their number a president and vice-president. The —
president shall preside over the meetings of the common
council, and during the absence of the mayor from the
city or his inability from any cause to discharge the duties
of his office, the said president shall exercise all the pow-
ers and discharge all the duties . of the mayor. In case
the president shall be absent at any meeting of the
common council, the vice-president shall act as presiding
officer for the tune being, and discharge the duties of said
president. The president of the common council, while
performing the duties of mayor, shall be styled the acting
mayor, and acts performed by him while acting as mayor
as aforesaid shall have the same force and validity as if
performed by the mayor. The mayor and president and
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vice-president of the common council shall have the right
to administer oaths and affirmations.

SEO, 4. There shall be a recorder of said city, styled
the city recorder, who shall keep his office at the'place of
meeting of the common council, or such other place con-
venient th'ereto as the council may determine. He shall
keep the corporate seal and all the papers and records of
the city, and keep a record of the proceedings of the com-
mon council, at whose meeting it shall be his duty to

ihitieaof city attend. Copies of all papers filed in office, and"transcripts
Recorder. from all records of the common council, certified by him

under the corporate seal, shall be evidence in all courts as
if the original were produced. He shall draw and count-
ersign all orders on the treasurer in pursuance of any
order or resolution of the common, council, and keep a full
and accurate account thereof in books provided for that
purpose. The city recorder shall have power to adminis- ,
ter oaths and affirmations. It shall be the duty of the city
recorder to report to the common council the financial
condition of the city, whenever the common council shall
require. He shall make and keep a list of outstanding
city bonds, to whom issued, for what purposes, when and
where payable, and the rate of interest they respectively
bear, and recommend such action to the common council
as will secure the-punctual payment of tho principal and
interest of such bonds. He shall report annually on or
about the first day of April to the common council, an es-
timate of the expenses of the city, and likewise the revenue
necessary to be raised for the current year; and the fiscal
year shall commence on the first day of April. He shall
make or cause to be made estimates of the expenses of
any work to be done by the city, and countersign all con-
tracts made in behalf of the city, and certificates of work
authorized by any committee of the common council or by
any city officer. And every contract made iu behalf of
the city, or to which (the city) is a party, shall be void un-
leas signed by the recorder. The city recorder shall keep
regular hooks of account, iu which he shall enter all in-
debtedness of the city, and which shall at all times show
the precise financial condition of the city; the amount of
bonds, orders, certificates, or other evidences of indebt-
edness issued by the common council, the amount of all
bonds, orders, certificates or other evidences of indebt-
edness which have been redeemed, and the amount of each
outstanding, to countersign all bonds, orders or other
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evidences of indebtedness of the city, and to keep accur-
ate accounts thereof, stating to whom and for what purpose
issued, and the amount thereof; to keep accounts with all
receiving and disbursing officers of the.city, showing the
amount they have received from the different sources of
revenue, and the amount which they have disbursed under
the direction of the common council. He shall keep a list
of all certificates issued for work or any other purpose,
and before the levy by the common council of any special
tax upon the property in the city, or any part thereof,
shall report to the Common council a schedule of all lots
or parcels of land which may be subject to the proposed
special tax of assessment, and also the amount of suchr . . . . i , Inraei of Cttjspecial tux or assessment which it may be necessary to Recorder,
levy on such lots or parcels of laud, which said schedule
shall -be certified by the affidavit of the recorder, and shall
be prima facie evidence of the facts therein stated in all
cases wherein the validity of such special tax or assessment
shall come in question- The common council shall, if
from such report they deem such special tax legal and
just, cause the same to be levied in pursuance of the pro-
visions of this act. If before the first day of January of
any year, the amount expended, or to be expended charge-
able to any city fund, (adding thereto the current expen-
ses estimated for the remainder of the fiscal year and
chargeable to such fund) shall be equal to three-fourths
of the tax authorized to be raised or revenue estimated for
such fund ; he shall report at once the same to the common
council, and he shall not countersign any contract charge-
able to such fund until the amount or taxes actually collect-
ed be ascertained; and during the remainder of the fiscal
year he shall not countersign any contract the expenses of
which shall exceed the revenue actually collected for the
fund to which such expenses are properly chargeable.
The recorder shall examine all the reports, books, papers,
vouchers and accounts of the city treasurer, and from time
to time shall perform such other duties as the common
council may direct. All claims and demands against the
city, before they are allowed by the common council, shall
be audited and adjusted by the recorder. And he shall
keep a record of all his acts and doings, and keep a book
in which he shall enter all contracts, with an index
thereto; such record shall be open to the inspection of al[
parties interested. He shall not be interested directly or
indirectly in any contract or job to which the city is a party,
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or in which the city is interested ; and any contract in
which he may bo interested shall be null and void.

M' services incident to his office, and when required, shall
furnish opinions upon any subject submitted to him by the
common council or its committees.

SEO. 6. The treasurer shall receive all moneys belong-
ing to the city, including license money and fines, and
keep accurate and detailed account thereof, in such man-
ner fls tne common council shall from time to time direct.
The treasurer shall exhibit to the common council, at least
fifteen days before the annual election, or'sooner if required
by them, a full and detailed account of the receipts and
expenditures after the date of the last annual report, and
also of the state of the treasury, which account shall be
filed with the clerk, and a'copy of the same published in
one or more of the city newspapers. He shall also report
to the common council at such times and in such manner
as they may require.

SEO.' 7. There shall be a chief of police of said city,
who shall be appointed by the mayor by and with the con-
sent of the common council, and who shall perform such
duties as shall be prescribed by the common council for
the preservation of the public peace. All police of
g&^ city shall possess the powers of constables at com-
mon law, or by the laws of this state ; and it shall be their
duty to execute and serve all warrants, process, comit-
raents, and all writs whatsoever, issued by the city justice,
for any violation of the laws of the state of Minnesota, or
or the ordinances or by-laws of said city ; and also all writs
and process whatsoever, issued by the city justice in civil
actions ; and they shall have authority to pursue and arrest
any person fleeing from justice, in any part of- this state ;
and when performing the duties of constables aforesaid,
shall be entitled to like fees. Watchmen shall have au-
thority to arrest and detain any person guilty of any
breach of the peace, or of any violation of the laws of this
state, or of the ordinances or by-laws of the city; and for
these purposes shall possess the powers of constables at
common law, while on duty.

SEC." 8. The common council shall, at their first meet-
ing after the annual election, or an adjournment thereof,
elect by ballot a street commissioner, who shall hold his
office for one year, and until his successor is elected and
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•qualified. It shall be the duty of the street commissioner
to superintend all work and improvements on the streets, council to elect
bridges and public grounds of the city, and carry into fS-Kof
effect all orders and ordinances of the common council in ^^fe

relation to work or improvements upon the streets, roads,
bridges, and public grounds, of the city; and he shall be
required to execute a bond, with sureties satisfactory to
the common council, conditioned for the faithful 'perfor-
mance of his duties, and that he will account for all moneys
•collected or received by him in his official capacity, or be-
longing to the city.

SEC. 9. The common council shall, in the month of
April in each year elect an assessor, who shall be styled the
-city assessor, who shall perform all the. duties in relation oonnciitooiect
to the assessing of property for the purpose of levying of tictof—term of
all city, county and state taxes. And upon the completion offiae'
of the assessment roll, he shall return the same to the com-
mon council, who may alter, revise and equalize the same,
-as they may deem it just and proper. Said city assessor
.shall hold his office for one year, and until his successor is

SEC. 10.. The justices of the peace for the city, styled

the city justices, shall possess all the authority, power and

lation of any provision or- provisions of the city charter,

•-or any ordinance, by-law, rule or regulation made or
adopted under, or by virtue thereof, and of all cases, cog-
nizable before a justice of the peace iu which the city is a
party, and of all writs, prosecutions and proceedings in
the recovery of any fine, forfeiture or penalty under any
by-law, ordinance or regulation of the said city or its
charter, and iu all cases of offienses committed against the
same. And the said city justices shall have jurisdiction
.in cases of larceny, and may hear and try the same where
the amount claimed to have been stolen, does not exceed
the sum of twenty-five dollars. In all prosecutions for
.assaults, batteries aud aflmys, and for all other offenses
not indictable, and in all civil suits or proceedings before
said city-justices, the same forms and proceedings shall be
;had and used, where not otherwise directed, as are estab-
lished and required to be had in civil and criminal actions,
by the laws of this state before a justice of the peace ; and
.appeals from the judgment and decisions of said city just>,
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whattocofltain-feel.

ices shall be allowed as now provided by law for appeals
from judgments rendered by justices of the pence. In all
cases of convictions for assaults, batteries and affrays with-
in said city, and in all cases of convictions under any
ordinances of .the city for bteach of the peace, disorderly
conduct, keeping bouses of ill-fame, or frequenting the

public notice, of not less than one week, in such manner as
the council may direct, that sealed bids shall be received
by the recorder of the common council for doing said
printing. The .bid or bids received by the clerk to do
said printing shall be publicly opened and read by the re-
corder, at such time and place as the common council
shall appoint, and the person or persons offering to do said
printing for the lowest sum or price in any newspaper *
published iu said city, and shall give satisfactory security
for the performance of the work, shall be declared the
city printer for the ensuing year, and in the newspaper
designated in said accepted bid or proposal, shall be pub-
lished all ordinances, by-laws, and other proceedings and
matters required by this act or by the by-laws or'ordinan-
ces of the common council to be published in a public
newspaper.

one thousand dollars besides all damages caused by his
neglect or his refusal so to deliver, and said successor,
may receive possession of such books, papers and effects,
in the manner prescribed by the laws of this state.

SEC. 17. The comon council shall have power at any
"time to require other aud further duties to be performed by
any officer whose duties are herein prescribed, not inconsis-
tent with this act, and to appoint such other officers, as may
be necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this act,
and to prescribe their duties, unless otherwise provided
for, but.no officer elected or appointed by the common coun-
council, or appointed by the mayor as hereinbefore provided
shall be appointed for a longer term than one year, and until
his successor is elected or appointed and duly qualified.
The common council shall have the power, unless herein
otherwise provided, to fix the compensation of all officers
elected or appointed under this act, and such compensation
shall be fixed by resolution ; and in regard to all offices
created by this charter, the compensation shall be fixed
within three month from the first organization and meeting
of the common council; and the compensation so fixed
shall not be changed previous to the annual city election
in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine ; and after the present
year, the compensation of officers shall bo fixed for the
fiscal year in the month of April of each year, except for
such offices as may he'reafter be created, in regard to which
the compensation shall be fixed at the time of the creation
of such, office, nor shall the compensation of any officer,
after having been fixed, be increased or diminished during
the term for which such officer was elected or appointed.
No officer elected or appointed to office under the- provis-
ions of this charter shall be a party to or interested in any
contract in which the city is interested, made while such,
officer is holding office. Provided, That the mayor and
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alderman shall receive no compensation for their services
as such officers.

SEC. 18. The mayor or acting mayor, sheriffof the coun-
ty of Blue Earth or his depnty or deputies, coroner, and
«ach alderman, the city iustices, police officers and watch- wbodeemed to

i 11 i ir> j i officers 01men, shall be onicers of the peace, and may command the the peace.
peace,suppress in a summayr manner all rioting and disor-
derly behavior within the limits of the city, and for such pur-
poses may command the assistance of the by-standers; and,
if need be, of all the citizens and military companies ; and
if f tny person, bystander, military officer or private shall
refuse, to aid in maintaining the peace when so required,
•each person shall forfeit and pay a fine of fifty dollars;
-and in cases where the civil power may be required to
suppress riots or disorderly behavior, the superior or
senior officer present in the order mentioned iu this sec-
tion, shall direct the proceedings.

CHAPTER iv.
•(THE COMMON CODNOIL^ITS GENERAL POWEBS AND DUTIES.)

SECTION 1. The aldermen shall constitute the common
council, and the style of all ordinances shall be, "the com-
mon council of the city of Maukato do ordain," &c. .The
common council shall meet at such time and place as they meet—qn
by resolution may direct. A majority of the aldermen
shall constitute a quorum.

SEO. 2. The common council shall hold stated meet-
ings, and the mayor may call special meetings, by notice
to each of the members, to be delivered personally or left or to caii a
-at their usual place of abode. The common council shall w^^or
be the judges of the election and qualifications of its Own qnftUficaUon9

members, and in such cases shall have power to send for
persons and papers, and shall also determine the rules of
its own proceedings, and have power to compel the atten-
dance of absent members.

SEO. 3. The common council shall have the manage-
ment and control of the finances and all the property £Ttai£e
-of the city, and shall likewise, in addition to the power forther v°™
herein vested in them, have hill power and authority to
make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, al-
ter, modify, amend and repeal all such ordinances, by-
laws, rules and regulations for the government nnd good
order of the city, for the suppression of vice and intern-
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pernnce, and for the prevention of crime, as they shall
deem expedient; they shall have power to establish and
maintain a city prison ; Provided, That until otherwise
ordered by the common council the county jail of ,Blu&
Earth county shall be used as a city prison, and it shall
be the duty of the sheriff or jailor of Blue Earth county,,
t'» take into custody and safely keep in said jai l all per-
sons committed thereto untill discharged according to law-
The common council shall have ful l power and authority
to declare and impose penalties and punishments, and to
enforce the same against any person or persons who may
violate any ot the provisions of any ordinance or by-law
passed or ordained by them, and all such ordinances,
rules n nd by-laws are hereby declared to have all force ot
law : Provided, That they be not repugnant to the con-
stitution and laws of the United States or of this state, and
for these purposes shall have authority by ordinance, reso-
lution or by-laws—

First—To license and regulate the exhibitions of cora-
rower«of the mon showmen, and shows of all kinds, orthe exhibitions of
ooundi. caravans, circuses, concerts or theatrical performances,

billiard tables, nine or ten-pin alleys, bowling saloons, to
grant licenses to and regulate auctions and auctioneers, to
license tavern keepers and victualing house keepers and all
persons dealing in spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors ;
Provided^ That all licence for so dealing in spirituous,,
vinous or fermented liquors shall not be less than tweuty-
.five dollars a year, and no licence shall be granted for a
less term than one year, and all licences shall commence
and terminate o.n the first day of May of each year.

/Second—To restrain and prohibit all descriptions of
gambling and fraudulent devices and practices, and all
playing of cards, dice or other games of chance, for the
purpose of gambling in said city, and to restrain any per-
son from sending, giving or dealing in spirituous, vinous
or femeuted liquors unless duly'licensed by the common,
council.

Third—To prevent any riots, disoiderly assemblages
in said city, and to provide for the arrest of and punish-
ment of any person or persons who shall be guilty of the
same, to suppress disorderly houses, and houses of ill-fame,
and to provide for the arrest and punishment of the keep-
ers thereof, and to authorize the seizure aud destruction, of
all instruments used for the purpose of gambling.

Fourth—To compel the owner or owners ol any cellar.
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tallow-chandler shop, soap factory, tannery, stable, barn,
privy, sewer or other unwholesome structure or place, to
cleanse, remove or abate the same from time to time, as
often as may be deemed necessary for the health, comfort
and convenience of the inhabitant* of said city.

Fifth—To direct the location and management of
slaughter houses and markets, breweries and distilleries,
and to establish rates for and license venders of gunpow-
der, and regulate the storage, keeping and conveying of
gunpowder, or other combustible materials.

Sixth—To prevent the encumbering of streets, side-
walks, alleys, Janes and public grounds with carriages,
carts, wagons, sleighs or other vehicles, or with boxes,
lumber, firewood, posts, awnings or any other material or
substance whatever.

Seventh—To prevent and punish immoderate driving or
riding in the streets, to regulate (the speed of) cars and lo-
comotives in said city, and to prevent their obstructing the
streets of said city, to compel persons to fasten their horses row6rfl of
or other animals attached to vehicles or otherwise, while o°n™"-
standing in the streets, and to regulate places of bathing
and swimming in the waters withiu the limits of the city.

Eighth—To restrain the running at large of cattle,
horses, mules, swine, sheep, poultry and geese, and to au-
thorize the distraining and sale of the same, and to impose
penalties upon the owners ot such animals for violation of
the ordinance.

Ninth—To prevent the running at large of dogs, and
may impose a tax on the same, in a summary manner,
when at large contrary to the ordinance.

Tenth—To prevent any person from bringing, deposit-
ing or having within said city any putrid carcass or other
unwholesome substance, and to require the removal ut'the
same by any person who shall have upon his premises any
such substances, or any putrid or unsound meat, flesh or
fish, or hides or skins of any kind, and to authorize the
removal of the same at the expense of the owners.

Eleventh—To establish and construct public pounds,
pumps., wells, cisterns, reservoirs, and hydrants; to erect
lamps und provide for the lighting of the city, and to con-
trol the erection of gas works or other works for lighting
the streets, public grounds and public buildings, and to
create, after and extend lamp districts ; to regulate and
license hacks, carts, omnibuses, and the charges of hack-
men, draymen, cabmen and omnibus, drivers in the city.
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Twelfth—To establish and regulate boards of health,
provide hospitals and hospital grounds, and the registra-
tion of births and deaths, and the returns of bills of mor-
tality, and to regulate or prevent, if deemed expedient, the-
buria.1 of the dead within the city limits.

Thirteenth—To regulate the size and weight of bread
and to provide for the seizure and forfeiture of bread baked
contrary thereto.

Fourteenth—To prevent all persons riding or driving"
any horse, mule, or ox or other animal on the sidewalks-
in said city, or in any [way] doing any damage to said
sidewalks.

Fifteenth—To prevent the discharging of fire-arms or
crackers, and to prevent the exhibition of any fireworks in-
any situation which may be considered by the common
council dangerous to the city, or any property therein, or
annoying to any of the citizens thereof.'

Sixteenth—To prevent open and notorious drunkenness,
councilof the brawling and obscenity in the streets or public places of

the city, and to provide for the arrest and punishment of
all persons who shall be guilty of the same.

{Seventeenth—To restrain and regulate parties, runners,,
agents and solicitors for boats, vessels, stages, cars and,
public houses or other establishments.

Eighteenth—To establish public markets and other pub-
lic buildings, and make rules and regulations for the gov-
ernment of the same; to appoint suitable officers for over-
seeing and regulating such markets, and to restrain all
persons from interrupting or interfering with the due ob-
sorvnnce of such rules and regulations.

Nineteenth—To license and regulate butcher shops and
stands for the sale of game, poultry, butchers' meats, butr-
ter, fish and other provisions.

Twentieth—To regulate the place and manner of weigh-
ing and selling hay, and the measuring and selling of fire-
wood, coal, peat and lime, and to appoint suitable persons-
to superintend and conduct the same.

Twenty-first—To compel the owner or. occupant of
buildings or grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish
from the sidewalk, street or alley opposite thereto, and
to compel such owner or occupant to remove from the lot.
owned or occupied by him, all such substances as the
board of health shall direct, and in his default to author-
ize the removal or destruction thereof by some officer at
the expense of such owner or occupant.
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Twenty-second—To regulate, control aud prevent the

landing of persona from boats, vessels or other conveyan-
ces whereon are contagious or infectious diseases or dis-
orders, and to make such disposition of such persons as
to preserve the health of the city.

Twenty-third—To regulate the time, manner and place
of holding public auctions and veudues.

Twenty-fourth—To provide for watchmen, and to pre-
scribe their number and duties and regulate the same, and
to create and establish the police of said city, and to pre-
scribe the number of police officers and their duties, and
to regulate the same.

Twenty-fifth—To provide by ordinance for a standard
of weights and measures ; for the appointment of a city *
sealer, and require all weights and measures to be sealed
by the city sealer; and to provide for the punishment of
the use of false weights and measures.

'iwenty-sixth—To regulate the inspection of flour, pork,
beef, fish, salt, whisky, and other liquors and provisions;
and to appoint inspectors, measurers, weighers and gaug- Powantof the
ers; to regulate their duties and prescribe their compen-
sation.

Twenty-seventh—To direct and regulate the planting
and preservation of ornamental trees iu the streets, alleys,
highways and public grounds of the city.

Twenty-eighth—To remove and abate any nuisance in-
jurious to the public health, and to provide for the pun-
ishment of all persons who shall cause or maintain such
nuisances.

Twenty-ninth—To remove and abate any nuisance, ob-
struction or encroachment upon the streets, alleys, public
grounds, and highways of the city.

Thirtieth—To do all acts and make all regulations which
may be necessary and expedient for the preservation of
health, or the suppression of disease, and to make regu-
lations* to prevent the introduction of contagious diseases
into the city and to make quarantine law's and enforce the
same within the city.

thirty-first—To restrain and punish vagrants, mendi-
cants, street beggars and provide for the punishment of
the same.

Thirty-second—Fines, penalties and punishments, im-
posed by the common council for the breach of any ordi-
nance, by-law, or regulation of said city, may extend to
a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, and imprison-
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ment in the city prison or county jail not exceeding thirty
days, or both, and to be fed on broad and water, at
the discretion of the city justice; and offenders against
the same may be required to give security- for their
good behavior, and to keep the peace for a period
not exceeding six months, and in a sum not exceeding five
hundred dollars.

SEC. 4. All ordinances, regulations, resolutions and
by-la *v s shall be passed by an affirmative vote of a major-

How ordinances j^y of fljg members of the common council present, by
p*MBd—when •> . . r -, cTuedM evidence ayes and noes, and published in the omcial paper, before

the same shall be in force, and shall be admitted as evi-
dence in any court in the state, without further proof;
they shall bo recorded by the city recorder in books pro-

• vided for that purpose. No appropriation shall be made
without'a vote of a majority of the members of the coun-
cil present in its favor, which vote shall be taken by ayes
and noes, and entered among the" proceedings of the
council.

SEO. 5. The powers conferred upon the common coun-
cil to provide for the abatement or removal of nuisances,
shall not bar or hinder suits, prosecutions, or proceedings
in the courts according to' law.

SEC. ti. The common council shall examine, audit, and
Cooncnto andit adjust the accounts of the recorder, treasurer, street com-
ity foryioiatiDgmissioners, city justice, and all'other officers and agents
thiiact. o£ ^e cif.yf at such times as they may deem proper, and

also at the end of each year, and before the terms for
which the officers of said city were elected or appointed
shall have expired. And the common, council bhall re-
quire each and every such officer, and agent to exhibit bis
books, accounts and vouchers for such examination aud set-
tlement, and if any such officer or agent shall reiuse to com-
ply with the orders of said council, in the discharge of their
said duties, in pursuance of this section, or shall neglect or
refuse toreuderhis accounts, or presenthis books and vouch-
ers to the council, or a committee thereof, it shall be duty of
the common council to declare the office of such person
vacant. And the common council shall institute suits and
proceedings at law against, any officer and agent of said
city who may be found delinquent or defaulting in his
accounts, or in the discharge of his official duties, and
shall make a full record of all such settlement and adjust-
ment.

SEO. 7. The common council may, during their fiscal
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year, by a vote of two-thirds of those present and voting, Anthorii»d to
Issue the bonds of said city, bearing interest not exceed-
ing ten per cent, per annum, and for a time not exceeding
one year, in such amounts and under such regulations as the
common council may prescribe, in anticipation of the taxes
and revenues of such fiscal year: Provided, That .the
amount of such bonds .outstanding shall not at any one
time exceed one-third of such taxes and revenues : A.nd
provided. That said bonds, or the proceeds thereof, shall
be applied to the same purposes as the taxes and revenues
in anticipation whereof they may have been issued.

CHAPTER V.

SECTION 1. The common council shall have power to
levy upon all the taxable property of said city taxes to
provide for the current expenses of the city government
-aud police, for the opening, maintaining and improvement
of public grounds, and the construction of buildings and
improvements of a general character : Provided^ That
such taxes shall in no year exceed two mills upon a dollar
of the assessed valuation.

SEC. 2. The common council shall have power to levy
A special tax upon all the taxable property in the city, ort"—
of the different wards of the same, for the,purpose of con-
structing, maintaining bridges and culverts, and opening,
constructing, maintaining and repairing roads,-highways,
streets and alleys; for the construction of reservoirs,
cisterns, sewers, drains and street gutters, and grading of
streets, and for other purposes condusive to good order
and cleanliness, and to protection against crime, disease
and fire : Provided, That such taxes shall, in no year, ex-
ceed two mills upon a dollar of the assessed valuation;
And provided further, That for the improvements in this
section mentioned, the common council shall have power
to assess the tax to pay the same upon the ward or wards
benefited by such improvements, in such manner and to
such extent as the common council may think just and
equitable. The tax shall be apportioned upon a cash valu-
ation of the property, which it shall be determined is lia-
ble to assessment for such improvements. No debt shall
be incurred or created by the city, the common council,
or any officer of the city, except pursuant to the authority
herein expressly given for that purpose; and no order or
orders shall be issued, upon the city treasury exceeding

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the amount of tax collected or assessed and in process of
collection.

SEC. 3. The common council shall have power, and
it shall be the duty of the common council, to levy an-
Dually, upon the taxable property of said city, taxes suf-
ficientto pay all bonds or other indebtedness due and pay-
a^ie JQ any year, and the interest on bonds or other in-
debtedness due or payable in any year unless that previous-
ly to the first day of September in each year, some other
adequate provision has been made for the payment of the-
same. The common council shall have the power to issue
bonds and levy taxes exceeding the amount authorized by
other sectious of this act; Provided, The same be author-
ized by a majority of the voters present and voting at an-

.election to be held for that purpose. The time place and
manner of holding such election to be prescribed by the
common council, the same notice to be given as at other
elections. And -no bonds for any purpose shall be issued
by the common council unless so authorized.

SEC. 4. Taxes may be levied by resolution of the com-
ievied. mon council, and no tax shall be invalid by reason of any

informality in the manner of levying the same, nor be-
cause the amount levied shall exceed the amount required
to be raised for the special purpose for which the same is
levied ; but in such case the surplus shall, if the tax bo a
general tax, go into the general fund of the city ; if it be
a bond or interest tax, it shall be kept and used for the
future payment of principal or interest of the same class
of bonds, or the purchase thereof before due ; if it be for
improvements, it shall be kept and used for future im-
provements of the same character.

SEC. 5. The common council shall cause to be trans-

not removed in pursance of the notice given, to order the
same taken down, removed by the police, or in such man-
ner as the common council may see tit.

fireworks. To compel owners or occupants of buildings
to have scuttles in the roofs, and stairs or ladders to the
same. To authorize the mayor, aldermen, fire wardens
and other officers of the city to keep away from the vicin-
ity of any fire, all idle and suspected persons, and to com-
pel all bystanders to aid in the extinguishment of fires and
the preservation of property exposed to danger thereat,
and generally to establish such regulations for the preven-
tion and extinguishment of fires as the common council
may deem expedient.

The common council snail have power to pur-
chase fire engines and flll other apparatus which may be
required for the extinguishment of fires, and to authorize
